The conference addressed many 
problems inherent in conducting 
community-based trials, and raLied far 
more question* than ft answered.

Not everyone 
liked the /ifwHS'fosy assessment, but 
few denied ihat something positive 
came out of this extraordinary confer¬ 
ence. 

It was, as event organizer 
Michael Callcn said, a “historic occa¬ 
sion.Despite the dsssLgrctmenis, sus¬ 
picion 5 of motives and years of 
mutual animosity* actors in the dram? 
for the first time sat down together 
and took a crucial step toward greatly 
expanding the quest for new treat¬ 
ments. 

The conference* which was lield 
from July 7-9 at Columbia's School of

Bui are these 
controls always essential wTren the patients are facing life and death situa¬ 
tions? ti it possible to investigate a new drug, without denying many of the 
test pattern.* a dlcas Lo (hat drug? Most AIDS activists believe so, and have 
stepped up debate over several types of controlSH 

PLArhftOH-: The ftffionous sugar pill everyone learns about in biology 
class. because they are inert. ptfettbca are ideal in many clinical trials: half 
Lite subjects are given a drug, the Other half receive placebo. These two 
groujw are chosen at random and patients are seldom told which sub&OnOG 
they arc taking fa process known as “Winding - ). Rue how ethical is it to let 
one group receive treatment, arid Jive, while others receive a placebo, and 
die? A 1936 Lfial of the antiviral ACT gave JO patients (be drug and 20 
patients placebos. Six month* later, 19 people chi placebo had died* while 
only two on ACT died. 

In life cur deaLhi ca*cs. placebos are immoral* and unnecessary, according 
to AIDS activists, When t:FI and COG successfully tewed aerosolized pen¬ 
tamidine lo fight FCP, a pneumonia associated wUh AIDS* rtO controls were 
used, liveryofrt Look the drug, and most people ben^fared. There was no 
need—nor lime—to test one group against another. 

One other problem with (dacebos is thac patients can find ouL if Lhcy 
received the drug or the inert substance by laving tlteir medication analyzed in 
a lab. No one knows cxactl y how many paiienUi manage lo find out, bud doctors 
estimated that IG-20 percent in any experiment somehow discover the truth. 

ACT AT COMTBOIS; OuricnUy the prefered method among most AIDS 
activists, irtdudirig ACT UP, active controls give group A ooc type of drug, 
and group 13 another type. No placebos are used anti everyone receives 
■Ofne form of potential therapy- These controls are nearly as effective as 
placebos in testing the efficacy of a substance. Most act ive-conuol experi¬ 
ment* today u>c ACT and ddl (didcoxyinosinc), a promising anti-HIV drug. 

CROSSOVER CONTROLS: Again, no placebo Ls used. En this case, group 
A would switch from, say. three moniliS on ACT to three months on ddt. 
Information is then obtained by comparing paUcinL reactions to the two drugs. 

WAITING LtST CONTROLS* in am experiment testing a popular d/ug 
under great demand, doctors can enroll Lheii patients on waiting lists, and 
cfwnpare Lheii data wiLh those who arc receiving tire drug. Although this is 
less preferable to active controls, it is often more humane than using place¬ 
bos, because everyone will receive treatment as soon as possible.

Community Based Trials to 
Seek Minority Involvement 

Conference Panel Discusses Access

NE'tt YORK—Until now, community- 
based trials have largely been the 
domain of middle-class, gay white 
men, and there were a preponder¬ 
ance of while men at the conference 
rwlf- Despite efforts by organizers to 
include underrepresented groups at 
the event, very, very few attended 

During a roundtable discussion 
by physicians on Friday, doctors -said 
Ihe next major goat of CBCTs must be 
increased involvement of Oilier 
patients, including women. Blacks, 
Hispanics, [V^drug users, prisoner* 
and hemophiliacs. 

"The lack of minorilfecs at this 
conference zhowi how far we have to 
go. Minorities and drug users a re now 
the most heavily affected populations 
in New York,* .said Dr. Bernard Rihari, 
the CRI"s medical director. 

The numbers speak fox them¬ 
selves. Bihari said that. less than ten 
percent of OKI's patients are Black 
and Hispanic, even though these 
groups make up more than 30 per¬ 
cent of New York's gay population. 
Although nearly half of all AIDS cases 
in the ceLy are IV-drug users, ooly two 
to three perCcnL of CRI’s patienLs fait 
imo that cate gory. 

*Theic is a lack of minority doc- 
tors, "Hktc is a lack of cducaLion and 
drug treatment in lire community, 
ftecfu&ing- 1 he underrepresented will be 
a difficult task, 9 he said. CRM recently 
hired a minority outreach coordinator. 

Jim Eigo, of ACT UlVftY, told the 
conference in an impassioned speech 
that Blacks made up puSt nine percent 
of the subjects in all federal AIDS tri¬ 
als, although 33 percent of all PWas 
are Black- Tt will be the role of COflV 
muniLy irials Lo involve these groups 
thai have not had access to testing 
new drugs." he said.

have access to primary health care, 
the normal conduit for enrolling 
patients in a drug mil "They don't 
visit privaie doctors who would get 
them into a protocol.

Small Town Passes 
Mystery Gay Law

MUSCATINE. IOWA- J The city council 
in ibis Mississippi River town (populi- 
lion 23,0O0> passed a gay nights ordi¬ 
nance July 6 by a four to three vote. 

The ordinance bans discrimifia' 
lion in housing, employment, credit 
and the offering of services, U will 
take effect July 20 unless. Mayo* Don 
LeMar intercede* with t veto. 

No gays or lesbians lobbied for 
the measure, which was initiated by 
the city's Human Rights Commission. 
The town has no gay organisation or 
meeting places 

'I really don't know what Vm 
going ic do," LeMar said liter the 
vote. "I could sign it tomorrow, but 
l‘J\ probably wait the whole U days 
to give the public time to comment." 

LeMar said he ddfl'i know if any 
"homosexuals" had been presenL dur¬ 
ing the council debate since 'they 
donl wear a badge like Blacks, His- 
panics of ocher miiwfiiiti." 

According to Human Rights Com¬ 
mission member Beverly Delve au, 
Muscatine has never received a com¬ 
plaint of disertmination based on 
what the ordinance calls "afTettiOffia! 
preference." 

Hut commission co-chair Kory 
Dir nil I told reporters that the town 
needed to take action before such 
discriminat ion occurred. 

The commission discussed the 
proposal for a year during meetings 
I hat Darnall says "couldn't have been 
more Open. There was no clandestine 
effort to push this throughr she said. 

City Council member Gayle 
Sayles spoke in favor of the ordinance 
on ihe evening of the vote, saying, 
"Lack of tolerance for others' rights 
ihiealenS all Our rights.’ 

Council members Larry Kemp, 
Jerry Amerine and Jeanette Phillips 
also voted for the measure, saying that 
sexual orientaLiOn is a civil rights Issue, 
not 1 religious or moral concern. 


After the ordinance’s second 
reading in June, Concerned Citizens 
of Muscatine (CCM) began a carm 
paign opposing the change. 

CM condiair W. Iloyd Stott Ldd 
the Muscatine Journal that the new 
law could mean that "a church, 
school or youth organisation could be 
forced 10 hire a person who practices 
and promotes homosexuality, incest, 
adultery, sadism or prostitution to 
work with children." 

But Laura Dollieslager of the 
Human Rights Commission said 
Scott’s comments distorted the ordi¬ 
nance by "promoiing untrue stereo¬ 
types and giving an incorrect 
Impression that illegal behaviors 
would become legal-' 

Muscatine is not the smallest 
town in the United States to piss a 
gay rights measure; that distinction is 
believed to belong to Alfred, New 
York. 

But according to L'rvasha Yaid of 
the Nitionil Gay and Lesbian Task 
Force, "it's pretty amazing noncthe- 
less."

Koch Okays Gay 
Bereavement Leave 

Community Reaction Mixed; 
Giuliani Attacks Plan

NEW VORK — Mayor GdwarxJ Koch 
has proposed an cxeeuftiive order that 
would grant bereavement leave to 
gay. lesbian and unmarried heterosex¬ 
ual city employees whose domestic 
partners die. The move is being wel- 
1 corned by many in the lesbian and 
gay community as an important step 
I toward gelling the same benefits and 
I coverage that are available to married 
heterosexuals. But some also claim 
that there are other reasons behind 
Koch's proposal, and have criticized it 
lor not going far enough in establish’ 
ing economic bencFiis for the life 
partners of gay and lesbian city 
employees. Koch has Said that an 
I order to extend economic benefits lo 
I a wider croup of people, funding 


would have to be taken from oaher 
areas in union com rads. 

"It s clearly a hopeful develop* 
mcni for gay people" declared J fbm 
Stoddard, executive director of Eamb- 
da l.egal Defense and Education 
l-und, pointing oui that Koch's pro¬ 
posal could influence future decisions 
in the public and private sectors. As 
an example, Stoddard ciLcd a current 
case. Gay Teachers' Association v. 
New York City Hoard of Education, in 
which gay Teachers arc suing the 
Board fox health insurance benefits 
for their lovers. Trial Court Judge

SAN PRANXISCO—When ibis cily'S 
newly enacted domestic partners legr 
islation went into elTcCl July 5 h a loose 
coalition of fundamentalist Christians 
and Roman Catholic clergy, with an 
assist from Phyllis Schlslly's Eagle 
E r ocum i filed petitions with 27,122 sig¬ 
natures to force the law onto the 
November ballot for a public referen¬ 
dum that temporarily suspend* the 
new law until it comes up for a gen¬ 
eral vole. 

The *uspen*icn order came from 
the city aitomcy's olTke on Thursday, 
July 6, following a dispute between 
Supervisor Harry BnLL's office and City 
attorney Ixjuise Renne over when 
repeal petition* had to be filed. 
Renne's office determined the new 
legislation was to have taken effert at 
12-C>1 a m on July 6 instead of the 
wkkly reported date of July 5. 

Renne said, "What we r vc deter¬ 
mined is that the ordinance is sus¬ 
pended unless and until, one, the 
registrar (of voters) decides petition 
Isn't valid, or two, the voters in 
November pass lire ordinance.* 

The pctiLion drive wi* headed, at 
lea*t formally; by Long-time 
lesbian/gay rights opponent the Rev.

Elfin aide jean Harris said she 
was unsure if the supervisor would 
take any legal &ep* to challenge [he 
city attorney's ruling. According to 
Harris, repeal petitions are normally 
required to be filed before a law goes 
into effect. City attorney Rcnnc“S 
office disagreed, however, and said 
the petitions could be filed on the day 
ihe law took effect. 

Despite the repeal petitions, 
Britt'S office remained optimistic that 
voters would approve the domestic 
partners law which was signed by 
Mayor Art Agnos on June 5 after 
unanimous approval by the Board of 
Supervisors May 22. Harris Cited an 
April 27 .kzn Francisco Examiner poll 
that showed S3 percent of those sur¬ 
veyed in the city favored the new law 
with 35 percent opposed and 7 per¬ 
cent undecided. 

] [arris said, “People in all walk* 
of life who support thi* legislation ate 
going Eo come together and say the 
right wmg is not going to come into 
this town and drag us around by the 
nose.* 

Political consultant Harvey 
Hukari was less optimistic, however, 
and predicted that If opponent* of Lb?

What is unclear in all these politi¬ 
cal predictions, however, l* to what 
extent the City"* largo lesblan/gay 
community will rally behind the new 
law now that ic * under attack.

Down D.C. Gov't Building 

Small Demo Causes Huge Disruption

WASHINGTON—A band of 2 5 
demonstrators from the local 1 direct 
action group OUTS (Oppreuicn 
Under Target) effectively blocked mo 
entrances to Lhe District of Columbia's 
government building h disrupted s dis-

hallways of the building with reams 
of red Lape. The July 1 i protest was 
cslled in response to the District of 
Columbia's handling of its AIDS bud¬ 
get- Thirteen demonstrators were 
arrested. 

Member of the gay and lesbian 
activist organisation have charged that 
the local government lias not spent is 
much as half the money It has set 


aside fur local AfD5 allocations this 
year. Due Lo local regulations, all 
monies unspent by iht end of tiie fis¬ 
cal year must be returned to the gov* 
eminent Itrc activists have charged 
that the government is purposely 
delaying the approval of several AIDS 
contracts in order to ease Lhe strain on 
the District's overburdened budget 
At a June 29 hearing before the 
District Committee on Human Ser¬ 
vices, members of the area's AIDS 
organizations and Unger Doughty, 
president of Lhe Gay and lesbian 
Activists Alliance of Washington, D-C, 
testified that a number of agencies 
have properly submitted funding pro¬ 
posals to the District government,

Unrest Continues in 
Tompkins Square 
Park

Echoing last summers scorching 

August unrest, media atLenLion is once

police and park officials continue to 
engage in a tug-of-war with ihe

| year, a demonstration against a park 
j curfew ended an a full-scale rkn Lhat 
I left scores injured, as journalists cap- 
j tur^ police beating demon^aLors on 
| video Lape. 

Parks Department offices said 
thaL the trouble again began to brew 
! early in June of this summer when a 
group of homeless living in Tompkins 
Square erected shelters in the south 
and west areas of the park. Reading 
to this shantytown,, and to others like 
it around the city, the Mayors office 
put into dTea a new city law which 
prohibits building Structures in City 


parks. On July ■tlh, approximately 
5,000 people gathered in Washington 
Square Park, where the Homeless 
Clients Advisory’ Committee planned 
to burn the American flag bo protest 
Che plight of homeless people. This 
group dashed with a gang of skin¬ 
heads who called the group ^faggots 
and Communists" and chanted "burn 
the flag and well bum a fag." The 
police shut down the park at 6 p.m.. 
and the 1WO groups marched to 
Tompkins Square Park where they 
were peacefully dispersed, En route, 
however, skinheads reportedly 
trashed the offices of the Anarchist 
Switchboard on ^h Slrccl between. 
1st and 2nd Avenues. 

On Wednesday mghi, July 5th, in 
a EorrenLial rainstorm, 10 policemen 
were hurt and 51 people were arrest¬ 
ed as 100 police in riot gear swarmed 
Tompkins Square Park and razed the 


tattered village of wooden structures 
and cloth tents Lhat Deputy Parks 
Commissioner Alan Moss called a 
“cover for drug dealing and prostitu¬ 
tion," The strategic maneuver was 
extremely well planned, and relied 
heavily on plairtdotbed troops. "The 
police have more savvy, which is 
scary," protester Gifince Kota told 
OnfWfceJfr. They shine spotlights into 
the eyes of the crowd, then two plain¬ 
clothes cops grab someone and drag 
them behind the police line where they 
instantly disappear. No one can see 
who was amesed, who ametfed them 
or what is happening to them mjEi- 

On Thursday, July 6th, the riot 
police gathered again and swep# the 
park of the structures that had been 
rebuilt. 200 id 300 angry and con¬ 
fused people were displaced from the 
area as parks workers tossed unat¬ 
tended possessions into garbage 
trucks. By Saturday, July Sch, in a 
seemingly unending circle of tear 
down, rebuild, tear down. EenLs once 
again bloomed in ihe park. Parly in 
the afternoon, a group of 1(H) 
protesters gathered in front or the 
E-asl Fifth Street police station before 
moving on to Tompkins Square. 
Then, shortly after 6:30 p.m., rioL 
police and park workers appeared 
and pulled ck™n Lhc re-erected tents. 
Protesters scurried to erect several 
more tents which, at J.Q0 p.m,, offi¬ 
cials promptly removed. 

By Sunday, July ^th, the tents 
had reappeared At joo am, several 
dozen police and park rangers 
shrieked a wake-up call on whistles 
rousing the 50 Of so people sleeping 
in the park, and quickly removed 
their temporary structures. The police 
evacuated ihe park at 11:00 a m and 
soon (hereafter, ihe sLrucLures reap¬ 
peared- "We will keep i! up ..until the 
message is out that you can't build 
structures in ihe park," said DcpuLy 
CTiicf Charles Rougher n f Patrol Rtx- 
OUgh ManhaLLan South.

Lesbian Health

T he right wing is gaining pre¬ 
viously lost ground in its 
present promotion of ihc 
sexual values of marriage, monogamy 
and forced motherhood. In the early 
19^0s. if a doctor presumed io ask me 
whaL a used for birth control. I simply 
replied, "I sleep with women* [fl the 
feminist clinic where J worked as a 
lay-health worker, I felt free to inform 
clients of my fosbian preference and 
politics. In fact, ] was often vocally 
arrogaru that my list of liealth prob¬ 
lems had nearly disappeared ^ 
after turning io women for 
*CjL For me, sex with men i\n 

had resulted in an illegal 
abortion, birth control blues, 
many pelvic infections, and ttlj 

herpes, as well as physical yj^ 

abuse and partner-nape. -- 

In those days, the 
women's liberal ion move- Co 

ment was flexing its muscles 
and gaining turf for ill 
women. Now, is We are on the 
threshold of losing access to abortion 
services, Tesbians have again become 
increasingly faced wiLh obstacles and 
barriers Which Can destabilize, inter¬ 
fere with and undermine our health. 

Women's health care In the U.S, 
has been the bastion of sexism. Some 
reforms have occurred under the pres- 
sure of an activist women's health 
movement. Rut all women suffer the 
effects of sexism in health care. Still, 
for lesbians, the hetefOscxL&i model is 
imposed over the sexist treatment that 
ill women are subjected Co. 

Heterosexual assumptions per¬ 
vade most health care settings. No 
questions about sexual preference 
exist in the hcallh htilOfies we fill out. 
tt'e arc asked instead about our birth 
control method (which also presumed 
that if we do sleep with men, binh 
control is Mill our responsibility). We 
are tested for infections that arc 


unlikely to pass by woman-to-woman 
sex. Speculum* are pushed into our 
vaginas without any knowledge of 
what we allow or desire do penetrate 
us there, bisexuality is not considered 
at ail. 

The specific needs, questions and 
concerns of lesbians are rarely raised 
in such settings. Lesbians can and do 
pass certain infect ions bade and forth, 
particularly yeast, trichomonas and 
chlamydia. Herpes and wans can also 
be transmitted, hut to address issues

of prevention and effective treatment, 
a grounded knowledge of lesbian sex¬ 
ual practice must exist. Sadly, our 
community itself lacks this basic djta; 
certainly practitioners have no idea 
what we’re doing sexually unless they 
ask and we tell. There are also gaps in 
medical infer mat ion- Can the HIV 
virus be transmitted woman-to-woman 
by sex? Does chronic fatigue syn¬ 
drome affoci lesbians disproportion¬ 
ately? Lesbian invisibility hides these 
questions and stands in the way of 
finding answers. Lesbians may have 
specify mental health concerns relat¬ 
ed lo pa&L or present sexual abuse, 
battery, eating disorders, substance 
use, body image, sexual difficulties or 
Internalized homophobia, Lesbians 
often tack resources and access to 
health care services. 

The response to ihc lesbian client 
is often haeroscxist, even violent. For 
example, last year at Se. Vincent's 


Hospital a lesbian was harassed, beat¬ 
en and arrested by hospital security 
guards because she was trying to 
advocate for and support her lover 
Who had been raped and was seeking 
medical care in the emergency room. 
Other responses include crude and 
ignorant remarks, probing the lesbian 
client for irrelevant details of her sex 
life, pressure to have sex wiLh a male 
practitioner, or an undue tendency to 
perform gynecological surgery and 
refer lesbians to psychological ser¬ 
vices. Lesbians ate also refused ser¬ 
vices, such asartifical! insemination, by 
many doctors. 

The NYC area is fortunate lo have 
two health care facilities that are les¬ 
bian-oriented. The St. Marks Women's 
Health Collective and the Community 
Health Project serve lesbians, both 
with limned hours and num¬ 
ber of appointment slots. 
The situation is much more 
dire In most communities. 
Often there is no way. other 
“ than word of mouth, for a 

lesbian to even hear about 
an informed, gentle or sup¬ 
portive practitioner, bven 
1. feminist-oriented clinics, 

such as the one ] worked 
in, often relegate lesbian 
health care to a special night and 
commit the bulk of their resounxi to 
heterosexual women's issue*. 
Addiionally f very little has been writ¬ 
ten to inform or empower lesbians in 
maLters of health. 

Lesbians have been at the front of 
women's liberation and health 
activism for many decades, often 
invisibly, Lesbians have been fighting 
for reproductive rights, against ooer* 
cive sterilization, within the AIDS 
activist movement, and around many 
other critical issues. As repression 
becomes an increasingly present fea¬ 
ture of our daily lives, lesbians are 
being shoved backward and arc hav¬ 
ing to redouble our efforts to remain 
visible, alive and proud of our accom¬ 
plishments. Wu must continue to push 
for our own issues of access, and wifi 
ocher* in fighemg all forms of hetera- 
sexism, sexism, racism, classism and

Apartheid

I n the hid old days, poof people 
and people of color were the 
most likely to be Ircated as 
guinea pigs: in scientific SludiCi. The 
most notorious was the Tuskcgcc 
syphilis experiment, beginning in 
1932. tins United Slates Public Health 
Service (PHS)-jponsored study 
observed Lire progression of syphilis in 
399 African-Ametiean men in Alabama 
for four decades. They received no 
treatment whatsoever for their 
syphilis. 

This provided "useful icknllHc 
data' on the Course of untreated 
syphilis. Il also led. lo ncurosyphllis, 
blindness and early death in some of 
iK ks men. ‘Ihe PUS scientists justified 
this study at ihe outset because treat- 
merits for syphilis were lengthy r 
expensive and didn't always work. 
They lost this excuse after W5 when 
penicillin became available as a quick, 
cheap and effective EreatmenL for 
syphilis. Nonetheless, this cruel, geno- 
Cidal study continued until 1972. 

This was far from the only ethical 
lapse in clinical studies. During World 
War l|, (he U.S. Government spon¬ 
sored extensive trials seeking new 
drugs for dysentery, malaria and 
influent They sought treacmcnis for 
diseases which American servicemen 
wfie likely to encounLcr in the war 


Chicago rescarchcis to see how effec¬ 
tive various malaria treamems were, 
Juvenile Offenders and retarded peo¬ 
ple in Pennsylvania were exposed to 
an influenza, vaccine and then injected 
with the influenza vims. Some, those 
in the "conirot" group, were just 
infected with influenza with no vac¬ 
cine.

(]RB) cd ensure that subjects were ade¬ 
quacy protected. 

These reforms reversed the 
demographics of people in and out of 
trials. Where previous studies had 
used institutionalized people, poor 
peopde and people erf color, now they 
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tended to use |*atk j nts who Were well- 
educated enough to sign the irtfor nvsd 
■consent forms, and who had doctors 
affiliated wfth the prestigious medical 
schools where most research takes 
place 

The reforms had another effect- 
WhMe they were designed lo protect 
human research subjects from unethi¬ 
cal treatment in trials, they also quar¬ 
antined out Side the drug, testing 
system the disadvantaged people they 
were supposed to protect. 

The result is chat today ( in New 
York City, where 33 percent of the 
people with AIDS are African- 
American, only 9 percent of those par¬ 
ticipating in fcdcrally-sponsoredi trials 
of new AtDS drugs are African- 
American. The same discrepancy 
exists with women percent of 
women with A[D5 are women of 
colon) and with latinos. 

The de facto racist nature of 
today's clinical trial system, when 
well-connected, well-educated white 
gay men have access to promising 
new treatments for AIDS, ami poorly- 
educxied, economically deprived 
women-, children and people of color 
are allowed lo get sick and die with- 
out access to new AIDS treatments, 
cannot be solved by reforming the 
drug testing system alone. It requires 4 
thorough overhaul of the nation's 
entire hcahh care sysaem. For people 
rannoL gcL into clinical trials, which E 

are the avant-garde of the health earo 

system, if they lack the most bask 
access to health care of any kind. 

The solution to resolving 
America s medical Apartheid is to 
establish community heahh clinks in 
all neighborhoods which lack ade¬ 
quate heahh care. Today, poor people 
use municipal hospital emergency 
rooms to obtain primary health care. 
They have no other option Mayor 
Koch's policy of slashing hospital bud¬ 
gets and dosing hospitals is lose one 
sympLom of the overall decline of 
health Care in America. And now, 
New York City is proposing to close 
iLs budget gap by expropriating a *50 
million surplus (obtained by slashing 
staff and services) from the City's 
(IcaIeH and Hospitals Corporation.

Talking with Troupe gate me an imigbi into seme of ibe diffd-utnes James 
\ Baldwin faced as a Utick, homosexual man hung in a society that woutd not 
accept him for everything be was. fAtfn mor& imf&rtanl perhaps is the more 
i tub tie homophobia that is opponent in many t y f Troupe's statements, painting 
an unsettling portrait of Ikitdzatn as a man who was not even undiTtlOod by 
some pf his own cbsetl friends it also serves as a reminder of hoie Hute Straight 
society Aim people may kn&wpmmaUy realty undewand ui. 


Mark Chestnut: ll must ha ve been 
hard for you to do ilia! final' interview 
-since you knew it would be the last 
interview wiLh lame* Baldwin 

Quincy Troupe: Yeah, it was hard 
because Jimmy was a Rood friend of 
mine and it's always hard when a 
good friend dies* but beyond him 
being a great friend of mine,, he was 
also a Rf^ac Spirit — a Rrcat spirit—not 
just for African American people, but 
for American people and the world 
because the message that he always 
carried—very dear, very healing, an 
ultimately healing message. And so 
when you know someone that great. is 
going to die and not be around any¬ 


more, it's a very sad occasion. 

MC veil a t was his mam message? 

QT: I think his main message was 
that the world, especially Lhc United 
States* had to heal its racial wounds, 
at the core, raLher Lhafl puu mg liand- 
aids OH it—ihat's like puLLing Hand 
aids on cancer. So you donl want Lo 
pot Etand aids Ofl cancer—you have to 
take h out and ultimately if you dig n 
out, there's a healing process that 
takes place, and we will become one 
nation, rather chan a nation erf factions 
and divided situations that we have 
now. So I think that message was a 
very good one, And beyond that, 
injustice in the world, you know, war* 


inhumanity to man. inhumanly in the 
way men treat other men, the way 
people CrcaL other people* 1 think that 
he was talking about a very soothing* 
loving relationship that should happen 
and 1 Lhifik he was right. 

MC: When you did that Final 
interview, how did you decide what 
you wanted to talk about with him* 
what he would talk aboul when he 
had such a full life and he did SO 
many things.* 

QT. I knew Jimmy very well sd ] 
knew some of the things that, he liked 
and some of tlie Lhings he fait strongly 
about. Also, 1 tried to give him ques¬ 
tions that he could really deal with 
because of the nature of the illness 
and because of how weak he was, 
snd wouldn't las him ICO much. I got 
a lo| of questions together, bul 
because he was ill [ couldn't ask them 
all I think il wbs impurta nl Lo ask fci-rn 
about the present condition in 
America. The way it is now. Since 
Ronald Reagan was the 3resident, lhaE 
included him. I thought il was very 
important to ask him about Toni 
Morrison. I thought it was very impor¬ 
tant to ask Turn to talk some about 
Miles E>avis and Norman Mailer. E 
thought it was very important to talk 
about what the whole movcvncnL that 
had come into being Since he had left, 
the w hole idea of yuppies. 

jffC Ele did not like the idea of 
yu ppies. 

QT: No, he didn't like the 
idea—he didnt Kike it at all. And that 
includes black and white yuppies 
Some people call them buppics, some 
people call them yuppies- What'* the 
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difference? While or black, it's a 
young urban professional. It's not so 
much Lhat he disliked them, it's that 
lie disliked (he attitude that they 
brought to (he whole a King. 

MC: And what was lhai ULilude? 

^7? Well, he (ett Ehal they were 
pjst in for money, just for money. And 
advancement, and Lhis whale thing, 
they weren't going to bring anything 
to America, they were just greedy. 
And that's basically what he thought. 
And it turned out to be true. I think 
that's whai Tom Wolfe talks about in 
ftonfir? of Sba Lenities and Sherman, 
that character he has in there, 
Sherman is the personification of that 
image. Just cun for himself, that whole 
thing. And that's whai Jimmy did not 
like. 

MC: Hew open was James 
Baldwin abouL his homosexuality? I 
know he did some interviews where 
he addressed this, bul it was not 
addressed very frequently. 

QT- Wdh l J h say this about 
Jimmy, when 1 first ma him, ! knew 
right a way he was a homosexual. 

Aft: Did he tell you? 

QT: E could tell, but f had been 
around a let of homosexuals because 
I'd been in the arts and you have a lot 
of people like that in the arts and so it 
never bothered me—became ['m 
not—it never bothered me that that's 
what a person was as long as (hat's 
whai they were, you know, and they 
did something. So it didn't bother me 
at all tlut he was that way, E had 
grown up with a couple of guys- who 
lived across the street from me in St 
Louis who were homosexual, [t's kind 
of a strange thing because when 
you're growing up you say "what is 
this, what J s happening with these 
guys, why arc they like that? Why do 
(hey walk like ihaLT !hat J s a normal 
kind of reaction when youVe growing 
up and you see everybody else doing 
something else- hut after a. whale you 
get to a point where they were nice 
people, they were allright with me, 
you koow what I mean, and lhai was 
it. So 1 had grown up With these two 
guys and so when I met Jimmy and 
Others who were homosexual after 
lhat, U didn't bother me as much as it 
bothered everybody else. I've always 
believed that people have a right to 


do whatever (hey want to do. what 
they warn to do. So with jimmy, 
Jimmy wasni Lhc kind of person who 
came Up and flirted with everybody, 
he didn't flirt with everybody, he 
didn't Come up and just do that, he 
had whoever he was wiLh and he was 
with (hat person and (hat was it. So 
therefore a lot of people didn't know 
it. Because he never approached 
them. }Ee never approached them in 4 
public way L Elc always came whh 
who he came with and that's who he 
was with- And he left wiLh them. In 
public he wasn't the kind of person 
LhaL showed all that kind of affection 
10 somebody in public. He dkln'i do 
That. Bul (he people who knew him 
well knew it. lie was not someone 
who wanted 10 try to hide ii. now. He 
didn't try to hide it. He didn't talk 


about it lhai much, he thought it was 

part of hu§ private life- 

AfO Did he ever ask for or 
demand acceptance from you or any¬ 
body else ba^ed on his homosexuali¬ 
ty? 

QT- No. Because the people that 
he was around a like for example 
myself, we never gave him Any gyief. 
we never brought It up. ‘We never 
said, "Listen, you're this way, so there¬ 
fore you're this.' 1 Wd never say any¬ 
thing like (hat. I mean, I don't know 
about other people, but [ know | 
didn't. And I know Toni Morrison 
didn't. Most of the people who really 
admired him* who were close to him 
didn't. Bat aka didn't. Miles Davis 
didn't. So, I would imagine that he did 
get some grief from some people. I3u( 
he didn't gel it from us, so therefore 
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Chariton Haston, Many Saiafonla, James Bafdwtn and Marian Brando- during 
the tSSS March eft Washington. 


he didn't have to do certa in things. 

MC: tn ihc Vtiia^e Hbcc interview 
wiah Richard Goldstein, he identified 
himself as a hu-moscXuaL buE not gay. 
And Goldstein wrote thal Baldwin 
traced much of his acuity and pain to 
the nexus of racism and fc*omopfmbia. 
Do you agree that that brought him a 
lot of pain? 

QT- Yeah. I think it brought him a 
lot of pain. I think one of 
the reasons he left the 
United States was because 
of the fact [hat a person 
who was Black, who was 
radical, Who was homosex¬ 
ual— at the time, m 19-18, 

1949, shai was jusL ridicu¬ 
lous. '['hat was a ridiculous 
configuration. To have a 
person who’s black, radical 
and homosexual, ] mean LhaE's ridicu¬ 
lous, that's far out front. So I chink 
that the pressures he got were just too 
much for him, at that point. 

MC: When did Baldwin leave the 
United Sates? 

QT 15WB- 

MC: And was it because it 
impossible for him to be Black, 
and radical in ihis culture? 

QT: That's right. 


MC I low did he find France? 

QT: France was a little better. 
Paris was a lot better. It'S hard to 
explain. I lived in Paris. And the 
French people are a lot more tolerant 
of things like Lhai. They understand it. 
They're a liLtle bit more civilized than 
we are. They're not as macho a* we 
are. This country is a very macho 
country. And those kind of things they

how much. I know he wrote ii up in 
the mountains of Switzerland at his 
friend Lucfen E3appcrsbufger‘s house 
whom he was hiving a homosexual 
relationship with at the time. And at 
that time that’s where he wrote the 
book at. ljucien is a Swiss painter who 
1 mcL when ] was there. 

MC: Giovanni's Room caused 
quite a stir, especially from the pub¬ 
lishers. That was ihe book they 
wouldn’t publish originally in the 
U.S. —he had to go to England to sell 
ft. what son of reaction did the black 
community in the U.S. have- regarding 
Giovanni's Room and Baldwin's treat¬ 
ment of homosexuality? 

QT: Well, E think black people are 
very conservative. And especially 
about issues like homosexuality. 
Nobody wants lo—a 101 of people 
basically for the most pan don 1 ! want 
to admit that it exists. And LhaL goes 
back to Africa—you go 10 Africa right 
now F you can’t find anybody who will 
admit that Lhere is any Itomosexualiiy 
in Africa—oc ihe West Indie*. But 
there is. So dial's jusL a part of the 
black community. So the hook, I don't 
know for certain, because iL was pub¬ 
lished in i^&and I was born in 1913, 
buL t would imagine LhaL when ii 
came Out Llial there Was a very, very 
negative response, and it was proba¬ 
bly controversial nobody probably 
w anted to La Ik afriuL it and ttiosc peo 
pic who did like it proba¬ 
bly wouldn’t admit it at 
that Lime, just like other 
Americans. Bui especially 
in the Black community it 
is like th al. 

Aft; It -Seems also in 
the book Gwwnm'f Room 
there is very little positive 
representation of the gay 
community. It seems in 
general LtuL he picked up more on the 
negative or painful side of being gay. 
Do you think he found any pleasure 
in his sexual identity at all? 

QT- I wouldn't want lo say for 
him, but I would imagine he did 
because he was a joyous person. But 
you have lo understand, you're Bilking 
about 194 ft again, you’re noL talking 
aboul Loday. 1948 a very painful 
time for homosexuals. You wercn'i 
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talking about being In the closet, 
you were talking abouL becng under 
the basement. Underneath (he base¬ 
ment floor 

MO Like going to a menial 
hospital or going Lo prison. 

QT. You were talking about 
going to prison—you were talking 
about a criminal ACt, You were con¬ 
sidered crazy. So k wasn't anything 
that was joyous, iL was something 
thu was painful. 3 mean. now, you 
could say it could be, k probably is 
joyous for a tot of people, but for 
James Baldwin, again, I'll go back 
to the whole thing of being Rlack K 
radical And homosexual, iL COUl-d 
not have been Joyous. And he was 
considered ugly. I never considered 
him ugy, but other people did. 

MO Physical ly ugly? 

C^They considered him pliys^ 
ieally ugly, Black, radical, homosex¬ 
ual, and a writer. 

MO So* he didn't have much in 
his favor in. 1918. 

QT: He had nothing in his 
favor. And he was poor. And he 
didn't have a college degree. You 
can Add up all kinds of things, you 
know, he'd been left on the sLreel 
by his father, So, you krtow h there's 
all kinds of things in that equal ion, 
so ii couldn't have been a joyous 
thing for him. It couldn't have been 
a joyous Lhing lo be Hiring . Period. I 
mean, in IJHfl. it was not joyous for 
many Black people to live. Just if 
you weren't homosexual. If you 
were just living in the United SLatcs 
It still isn't. But it was less joyous 
then. Now add that on top of all 
lIkhc other Lhings- [ mean, if every 
Sunday you went to Church, went 
to work every day, did not have a 
police record, worked hard, did 
everything you were supposed to 
do, were an Uncle Tom, it was still 
a pain Ln the ass to be a Black per¬ 
son in (lie United States. >iow add 
on top of all that Other stuff. So he 
felt. It was painful for him. It had to- 
be. Me talked about it a leu, but it 
had to be real painful. And that's 
where a lm of his work came from. 
However, in his lived life, in his 
relationships with friends, lie was a 
joyous person. He was beautiful 
3le had great fun He was A joy to 


be around ^e all miss Jimmy. We 
miss being around the joyous person 
| that he was. 1 Ec was a great person to 
be around. Me had a lot of fun, a lot 
Of laughs, a lot of big lies—we call 
them stories, tall tales. He told some 
| great lies. Everybody loved to be 
Around Jimmy and Laik to him. SO we 
all miss him. So he never let whatever 
it was he fell about being what he 
was get in his way of anything- But I 
know Ln 15H8 it had to be painful. 

MC: D id he ever have a long-term 
I relationship with anyone? 

QT lucitn Happersbufger. He 
| had a great relationship wirth him. He 
was the love of his life. I think. And 
then l.ucien, Lucicn was on both sides 
of the equal ion. so (hen Lucicn decid¬ 
ed he was gonna go with this woman. 
And he went with this woman. 

MO When was this? 

QfT. I h m not sure exactly when it 
happened, hut there's a picture of 
Ltiem in the book. 

MO This relationship took place 
in Trance? 

QT They met in Trancss. 

MC: How long were they (Ogcth- I 

Cf? 

QT: I really don't know, they I 
were together for a while. But that 
was someone he realty liked. Lutien I 
was a great person. 1 liked l-UCien I 
myself, as a person, when 3 met him. 
He lives in Switzerland now. A lot of 1 
fun he is, a great person. 

MC- Do you think in his final 


years, James Baldwin was pleased 
with what he did during his life, with 
his writing, with his success? 

QT: Oh ye Ah. 1 think he was 
pleased. [ think he was pleased with 
a lot of things. He was not pleased 
with the fact that because of his 
stance and because of the way he 
was, the American public and the 
American publishers began to neglect 
him as a writer—they refused LO give 
him publishing contracts. 

MC: Jn his final years they 
neglected him? 

QT. Yeah they did. They were 
Lircd of liearing what he was talking 
About- They had said we had moved 
beyond all of this. 

MO Did he ever feel he was fully 
accepted as a Black, as a radical, AS A 
homosexual, as a writer? 

QT. I would probably think not. I 
mean, for example, Gore Vidal is A 
homosexual and he's A radical And 
he's- a writer, and he’s a tsfti'Jc guy, 
and he's fully accepLcd. Bui I don't 
Lhink James Baldwin wa& accepted, 
and James Baldwin was a greater 
writer than Gore Vidal, and Gore 
Vidal has said that. But James 
Baldwin is not accepted. And if ihai's 
the case, you have to look at lL in 
terms of race. Because they’ve both 
goE the same kind of resumes, the 
only difference is one is white and 
one is Rliack. And SO Gore Vidal 
makes millions and millions of dol¬ 
lars, buys villAS in Southern Italy, 
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goes all over the world, and gets mil¬ 
lion dollar advances On his books. 
Baldwin didn't. 

MC So you think that Baldwin's 
problems came more from racism 
than from homophobia? 

QT Yes, I think so. A lot of it 
came from rat ism. And the Tits he 
said what he said h the way he said it, 
and when he said iL. Gore Vidal has 
said some really penetrating things 
too about this country, and nobody 
wants lo pay attention to it. I mean, 
we're a counLry that really, like ] said,

Black 
people love James Baldwin, and E 
guess because of the fact that he 
wasn't all ihc wiy out there hilling on 
everybody.

1 sought out a 
piece like that, as a manor of fact, I 
asked a lot of people lo write about 
his homosexuality. 1 asked them to do 
that* because I felt it was a very 
important part of his life. And nobody 
did it. 

MC tt-hy was it hard for you to 
find LbiL sort of piece? 

QT: I commissioned sOrtfec pieces 
And 1 asked them specifically lo write 
about that part of his life- But they 
wouldn’t—they were a liulc afraid to. 

I don't know why. And so then 1 had 
to go out and find Richard Goldstein's :

Writer Gary Baker, 27 1 
Founded LAN Magazine 

Gary Hiker, writer, journalist and edi- 
tor, died of AIDS-related complications 
on July 3 h 1989. He was 27 years old 
and Jived in New York City. He was 
surrounded by hi* family at their home 



in Tucson, Arizona when he died. 

Gary was a ]$84 cum laude grad¬ 
uate of Columbia College, where he 
published award-winning fiction in 
(he Columbia Review. In 1986 he 
became one of ih* founding editora 
of LAN MagaFtne. Though diagnosed 
with AIDS In early 1987, he was 
named its editor*in-chief ihat same 
year. He remained active in publish¬ 
ing, and continued lo edit the maga¬ 
zine until the very end- under his 
leadership LAN become one of the 
more widely distributed personal 
computer publications in the world. 

It was Gary's ideal lo continue 
leading a full and productive life, and 
through numerous inn prove me ms and 
setbacks in his physical condition, he 
never allowed his illness lo upstage 
that dream. His professional seal was 
an inspiration for his colleagues and 
io other people with AIDS. He was 
also an active supporter of the P'WA 
Coalition, body Positive and GMHC 

Gary had completed a series of 
novels at the lime of his death > the 
most ambitious of which dealt with 
the Lheme of universal plague, an 
obvious parable for AIDS. 

He is survived by his mother, 


Mrs. Jean M- Raker of Tucson, his 
brother,, Andrew J. Baker of Washing¬ 
ton, D.C. and by many close friends 
and col leagues. A memorial will be 
held ai the Lesbian and Gay Commu¬ 
nity Center at ZOS W. 13th Sired, Sun¬ 
day July 30th, at 2 p.m. 


Robert Wren, Gay Scolar 
and Activist, Dies at 6l 

Robert Wren—a g^y scholar, activist, 
and writer—died June 11 in a plane 
crash in Hawaii. He was 61. 

‘wren was professor of English at 
ihe University of Houston.. He served 
on the steering committee of the 
North American Man/Boy Love Asso¬ 
ciation, and was an informal advisor 
lo the gay and lesbian student group 
at tJw University. 

After earning a doctorate at 
Princeton in 17th century drama, 
^en built a repuiaiion as a scholar of 
African, literature. For a time he lived 
in Nigeria, where he sponsored a 
number of youihs through college. 

Under the pen name 'Robert 
Cambell," Wren wrote short gay fic¬ 
tion. An anthology of his work* Sin- 
guterities, was published by Acolyte 
Press, Amsterdam, the week he Was 
killed. 

Toward the end of hb career, ^Ven 
became interested in the hiaory of sex* 
uality. He left unfinislicd a book about 
homoscxualiiy in IR:h century lirtgla nd. 

Wren and 11 others died In a 
crash of a Scenic Air Tours flight from 
Hawaii to Maui. Wen was Visiting the 
University of Hawaii in preparation 
fora Fulbright fellowship in Indonesia 
next year. 


Bob Damron, of Damron's 
Address Books, was 6l 

bob Damron* creator of Hob Dam¬ 
ron's Address Rook, died June 20 of 
AlDS-related complications. He was 
61. Damron's gay guide differed from 
others in providing lists of crussy toi¬ 
lets, interstate res stops. publk parks 
and other such places where gay men 
meet for a nonymOUS ecX. As suth , the 
book contained listings for hundreds 
of smaller cities and towns with no 
oven gay life- Damron also owned 
several Wfcst Coast gay bars, including 
ihe San Francisco liagle. He died in 
ihe family home in L-A. where he 
lived with his brother.

Kominafs writes, "Me are each 
remarkable because we have endurod 
the devastation of addiction, and the 
daily struggle with recovery.* He 
reflects, ^S r 4 embrace each other for 
exactly who we are, the way we are." 
Noting that Lhe crisis of AIDS has 
drawn our community together as 
never before, Kominars hopes ihat the 
example oF the Twelve-Step programs 
will create greater acceptance for 
diversity within the overall gay and 
lesbian community. For Kominars, 
recovery has been lhe way back from 
victim hood and exile. To his gay 
brothers and SiSiens Kominars extends 
an invitation: Come claim the gift of 
your own life- ^

There is a large pool of patkms 
clamoring to be put on a testing pro¬ 
gram.

"Many drugs that were being 
bandied about in 19&2 are still being 
bandied about today. The scientific 
community has net been able to 
prove if these drugs work. Communi¬ 
ty-based trials could have done that 
by now," Kotfer claimed. 

How a community-based clinical Inal 
it conducted: 

The notion of private doctors testing 
new products on iheir patients who 
have AIDS* ARC, or are seropositive Is 
revolutionizing the way health profes¬ 
sionals view clinical drug trials. But 
recent vows by the federal govern¬ 
ment and pharmaceutical companies 
to support community-based efforts 
will not go unchallenged by some 
sectors of the academic and research 
establish me ntj who for years have 
derided the concept. CBCTs must 
therefore follow a strict set of scientif¬ 
ic guidelines, with an extensive net- 
work of checkpoints along the way, 
lo ensure the experiment meets 
patloiis 1 needs while producing reli¬ 
able data about the trial. 

Conference panitipartis laid out a 
detailed roadmap for successful trials 
during a session on Friday. 

To begin with, they said all clini¬ 
cal trials must be governed by a pro 
tocol, designed by doctors (and often 
their patients), to ted several aspects 
of any given product. Each protocol 
must be expertly written and must 
take into account dosages* adverse 
effects, length of the trial and so on

Despite their differences, all pro¬ 
grams have certain essential compo¬ 
nents in common. Every CBCT must 
have an admlnkftntor "to design pro¬ 
tocols, coordinate data collection and 
assure the quality of the trial," accord¬ 
ing to Thomas Mitchdl, admin iitfStor 
for the CtC. bach group must hire a 
pmjeci director, a medical director, a 
trial coordinator, a research nurse, 
research assistant* and pharmacy 
technicians. Frank llusichio of CPl 
says tha| each protocol must also 
have a 'work groij p" of three 1C Six 
people 'who have pu^i one lask: io 
focus an the experiment and nothing 
else " 

All protocols must be- submitted 
to in Institutional Review Board 
(!RB). IRBs can be scl up wilhin a 
community testing group, or the 
gjoup may confer with IRDs of other 
institutions, such as hospitals affiliated 
with the program (OCC uses ihe San 
Francisco County General Hospital). It 
usually takes about two momhs for a 
protocol to be wriLLLcn, rewriLLen and 
approved by an I Eli and ultimately* 
the FDA Of sLaic-lcvcl heahh agencies. 
During Lhis process, doctors would be 
recruiting patients so that a large pool 
of eligible subjects is a vailable when 
the trial begins. 

Community-bawd groups must 
also consider legal matters: A good,
